Chafoo, April 14.—11 a.m.—It has

Official Dispatches. 


Ht. Petersburg. April 13.—638 p.m.— 
The following official iliapatcb has been 
received here from Rear-Admiral Gir- 
gorovitch. commundant at Port Arthur, 
addrcaaed to the Emperor: 

—“Pert Arthur,-- A pril 13:- The Prrm- 
polavsk atruck a mine which blew her 
up and al»e turned turtle. Our squadron 
waa well under Golden Hill. The Jap¬ 
anese squadron was approaching. Vice- 
Admiral Makaroff evidently was lost 
Grand Duke Cyril was saved. He was 
•lightly injured. CapL Jackovcslcff was 
naved. though severely injured, aa were 
fivo officers and 32 men. all more or less 
injured. The enemy's fleet has disap¬ 
peared. Rear-Admiral Prince Onklom 
aky haa assumed command of the fleet." 

The following dispatch to the t’aar 
haa lieum received from Viceroy Aleiieff: 

"Mukden. April 13.—A telegram has 
Just beeu received front Lieut.-GeneraI 
Btoesaei. commander of the military 
forcea at Poet Arthur. I regret to re¬ 
port to Your .Majesty that the Pacific 
fleet has suffered irr« parable i -- !■> fh*- 
death of its brave and capable com¬ 
mander, who was lost together wkh the 
IVtropoiavak." 

Another dispatch from Viceroy Alexieff 
to the Czar says: “According to reports 
from the rommandant at Port Arthur, 
the battleships and erniser* went out to 
meet the enertty. but owing to the enemy 
receiving reinforcements, making hia 
total strength 30 vessels, our squadron 
returned to the roadstead, whereupon 
the Petropolarsk touched a mine, which 
resulted in her destruction. Grand Duke 
Cyril, who was on board, was saved. He 
was slightly injur.-I. The whole squad¬ 
ron then re-entered port. The Japan¬ 
ese arc now off Cape Liao Shan. No re¬ 
ports had been received from the aVtmg 
commander of the fleet up to the time 
this dispatch was sent." 

Grief at Capital. 

April 13.—The awful 
disaster to the battleship Petropolavsk 
at Port Arthur, with the loss of almost 
her entire crew of over COO meu. and 
Ike death of \ U e Adair 1!

Capt. Cowles gave hia 
command, and but for his presence of 
mind and that of the officers of the ship 
the Misourl would have gone down. 

The second explosion ocurred near 
one of the magasltie* and so hot was 
the fire dial the brass work of the maga- 
aim-s was melted. Smoke from the fino 
and i***wd*»p made k impossible to enter 
the turret and handling rooty, lmt offi¬ 
cer* and men with handkerchief# owe 
their faces nut«le efforts to rescue the 
men Inside. lauding the rescue party 
was Capt. Cowlea. The officers endeavor¬ 
ed fo keep him from going Mow. as men 
fell unconscious as they rntared and had 
to Ik* pulled out by their comrades, but 
unheeding their advice the captain rush¬ 
ed below, followed by Lieut. Ha turner, 
the ordnance officer, and Lieut. Clelland 
David. 

Captain Cowlea caught up a dying 
bluejacket in Ills arm* and staggered 
to the deck, with him. The bluejacket 
with two othet^,. from the handling 
room, had ' crawled partly from their 
plafe of duty when they had been over¬ 
come. Before the fume* of the burning 
powder had left the tnrret, officers and 
men were Wtying out the dead ami dying 
aft. Three minute* nfter the explooion, 
all were on deck and the *nrg«**ns from 
the Mlsouri, Texas and Brooklyn were 
attending to those not dead.

FAMOUS SCIENTIST. 


Story of Discoyery Made by Madai 
Curie and Her Iloahand. 


By MRS. C. R. WILLIAMSON. 

Author of “Lady Mury of the Dark 
Uowe," “Hie Grace,” “Queen Sweet* 
heart," “Behind a Veil,” “Fortune’a 
Sport,” “A Woman in Grey,” “The 
JtieA Stunners,” Ac. 
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Undoubtedly the most notable woman 
•i-iehtist of onr Amo* Is Mine. Curie, 
whose life history has been compared to 
“a romance at chemistry.” 

Madame Hklodowvka Curie, the da ugh* 
ter of a professor in the Second Warsaw 
Gymnasium or nigh school, is of PolUh 
origin, having been bom In Warsaw, In 
w.hich city her early edacation took place 
Upon completing her studies in 1«H4 by 
winning a gold medal—her age then be¬ 
ing IS— the young girl resolved to ear 
bark upon teaching as a profession, and 
for some time she gained her Hfvlihood 
by acting an governess in the family of 
n Warsaw merebanf named Fuchs. 

Even at that early date, however, site 
would seem to have had her mind fixed 
upon science, and it was as a student in 
chemistry that—In 1801-she went to 
Parts for the purpose of making original 
research «t the Borhonnr. 

“Here,” she says. “I followed the pre¬ 
scribed course for three year*, obtaining 
the grade of LicenAai* of Physical and 
Mathematical Science. After which 1 
workiel in the physical laboratory of Mr 
Lippmann at the Horbonne.” 

Mme. Curie had “already achieved con¬ 
sul *r.itd«* distinction in her cheoeo field of 
chemistry, when, in 1808, her marring* 
with M. Curie—a Revres professor—took 
place. Since that time she has worked 
With him at the Municipal School of 
Physics and Technical Chemistry In 
Paris. 

Her labor* daring these years of

( -urn* worked without cessing, sines she. 

feK convinced that the pftch-blem^* con- 
tained sorm-thing which was far mors 
radio-active than uranium. But the re¬ 
quisite material* were costly in the ex¬ 
treme, and we are told that the Curies 
deprive*! themselves almost, of the neeeo- 
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might be pursue*!. 

However, soch devotion to the causa 
of scieoce was oof to pass unrewarded, 
Ma-lsme Curie’s analysis in connection 
with pitch-blende first leading to her 
discovery of a new metal -found In tha 
bismnth extracted from pltch-htokdr • 
and named by her “polonium,” in honor 
of her native country. Many months 
later ahe was narceaatful in separating 
radium from the barium extracted from 
several Jon* of the mme substance. At 
first only the tenth of a grain was ob¬ 
tained from two tans of residue, but with 
this Mme. Curie proceeded to determine 
the atomic weight of the new element. 
Professor Curie now joined his wife in 
her investigations. By the advice of 
Professor Knees, the Austrian govern¬ 
ment now aari*ted the discoverer by 
pricing several tons of the residue from 
the state mines at Jmebimutat. in 
Bohemia, ai’ her disposal, at the same 
time directing the superintendent to sell 
the Curies as much as they required In 
the course of their work. The director
